~ Workers, in a letter to 6,000 unions, civic and community 


* groups, clergymen and others, says that opposition to the 
recently enacted anti-union anti-Communist law is so great 
that “if we carry out a proper fight it can be repealed at 
the next sesison of Congress.” 

The UE for its part pledges a ceaseless campaign 
to render the law “inoperative” and to repeal it, and sug- 


' gests.a program of action that all opponents of the law 


can support. The action plan is not especially “original,” 
but it is significant for its very simplicity. It calls on the 
organizations that have opposed the measure to press on 
with the fight; to see that their fight is reflected: j in the 
of. every city; to have their delegations visit mem- 
“including those stampeded into voting 
for it.” 

The UE’s call for action comes: in_face of evidence 
all around us—in the press, from most unions and organi- 
zations of the people--of opposition to these fascist-like 
police-state laws. But while resentful, hardly any of the 
organizations are doing anything to challenge the law and 
arouse. public sentiment against it. 


- It would indeed be tragic if reaction obtained the de- 


Sired result—a paralysis and silence—before even an ap- 


plication of any part of the law. In Detroit, many AFL 
and CIO affiliates are concerned over. the way the Square- 
D Co., aided by Rep. Clardy and the city’s police, is using 
the law to “<ustify” an old-fashioned strikebreaking “back- 


to-work’ movement: The strikers are members of the UE. — 


In the application of “Brownell’s package” the prece- 
dents for licensing and breaking unions, will be sought 
in cases affecting the UE or similar independent unions. 
But the use of the weapon on a mass scale is really in- 


tended against CIO or AFL unions. 
The UE'’s call for action is, therefore, a call for the 


defense of labor as a whole. 


THE DEWEY-IVES PACKAGE 


WE DO NOT KNOW all the complex political and 
personal angles impelling Gov. Dewey to decide to step 
out of the governorship,’‘and our ignorance appears to be 
shared even by Dewey's journalistic friends. 

One thing does emerge fairly clearly, however, 
Dewey's refusal to run is part of a package. The other 
part is that Sen. Irving M. Ives is to run in his place. 

Ives was majority leader of the Assembly in the Dewey 


Administration until 1946. During this period, he had 


several sharp collisions with Dewey, whose policies were, 
and are, dictated by the most powerful aggregation of 
finance capital in the land, the Rockefeller crowd. Ives, 
more sensitive to the pressures of the people, attempted 
to concede more to them than Dewey was prepared to 
give. This included passage of the FEPC law and soften- 
ing of the moves to cripple jobless pay at the time. 

When in the fall of 1946, Ives name was projected as 
GOP nominee for Senate, Dewey bitterly opposed it, 
finally yielding only because he had no alternative. 

The price of Dewey's acceptance of Ives, however, 
was that Ives be more amenable to Dewey's financial mas- 
ters and less flirtatious with labor. Despite his good he- 
havior, however, Ives has managed to retain a bit of the 
“liberal” aura which made AFL leaders neutral in his sena- 
torial campaigns and which won him some backing from 
Negro people. This helps to explain Dewey's action in 
getting out. 

For Dewey, though operating within the framework 
of Big Business control, had except for the FDR's 1944 


campaign, previously managed to be flexible enough to 
prevent all labor, Negro people, small farmers from unit- 


ing aggressively against him. But recently he’s been slip- 
ping. Increasing attacks on unemployment insurance,
